HOW YOU MAY SERVE IN THE 
WAVES OR SPARS 

(This is the fifth of a series of "questions and answers" 
pubished in behalf of the women in this area who are interested 
in joining the Navy's WAVES or Coast Guard SPARS.) 

Q. Must I be single in order to be considered for the WAVES 
or SPARS? 

•A. No. A married woman may enlist in the WAVES, pro- 
viding her husband is not in the Navy, and a married woman 
may enlist in the SPARS provided her husband is not in the 
Coast Guard. 

Q. May 1 be married after I am in the service? 

A. Yes, with these qualifications: You may not marry during 

doctrination or training. After indoctrination and training, if 
,ou marry a man in the Navy, in the case of a WAVE, or a man 
in the Coast Guard, in the case of a SPAR, you must resign or 
be discharged.

Commissioners Reduce 
County Tax To O ne Mill 

Adopt 1943 Budget of $2,159,526.41; 

Institution District Tax Rate Set at 
One-half Mill; Taxpayers Save $225,000 

Montgomery County Commissioners, Fred C. Peters, Fos- 
ter C. Hillegass and Raymond K. Mensch last week reduced the 
tax rate for County purposes one-half mill to the record low rate 
of one mill for 1943. 



At the same time, the Commis- 
sioners adopted a budget for the 
year amounting to $2,159,526.41. 

The half mill reduction in the 
tax rate for county purposes was 
promised by the Commissioners in 
a statement last December, which 
also announced a quarter mill cut 
in the rate for the Institution Dis- 
trict, making a total reduction in 
1943 County taxes of three quar- 
ters of a mill, or 33 1-3 percent. 

The Institution Distrct tax rate 
Will be set at one-half mill and 
its budget adopted at a subsequent 
date, it was announced. 

This tax reduction, together with 
the quarter mill cut to be made 
shortly in the Institution District 
rate, makes a ,50 percent cut ln 
County taxes over a five year peri- 
od. Commissioners Peters and Hil- 
legass initiated the tax reduction 
program in 1939 when one-half 
mill was sliced from the rate for 
County purposes. In 1942, with Mr. 
Mensch concurring in the program, 
a quarter mill reduction was made 
in the Institution District rate. 

These .successive tax reducUons, 
Including those for 1948, will have 
resulted in- an estimated saving of 



$1, 100,000 to taxpayers of the 
County Ln the five year period from 
1939 to 1943, inclusive. The half 
mill reduction for this year, togeth- 
er with tho quarter mill cut to be 
made In the Institution District 
rate, will effect an estimated sav- 
ing of $225,000 to taxpayers of the 
County this year alone. 

For several years Montgomery 
has boasted of the lowest tax rate 
of any debt free county ln the 
state, and this record is expected 
to be continued with the further 
reductions being made this year. 

Despite the tax reductions, all es- 
sential services rendered by the 
County will be maintained Insofar 
as Is compatible with the Country's 
war effort, the Commissioners in- 
dicated. 

The budget for County purposes 
provides $1,037,862.17 for opera- 
tion and maintenance of the vari- 
ous governmental functions and 
$521,074.24 for capital outlay. 

Included ln the summary of es- 
timated receipts 1b tho cash bal- 
ance at the beginning of the year, 
amounting to $606,026.41. Taxes 
will provide an estimated revenue 
of 11,118,500.

RATIONING OF MEATS, BUTTER, 
CHEESE AND CANNED FISH 

Rationing of meats, edible fats and oils, cheeses and canned 
fish start on March 29. 

1 The Red Stamps in War Ration Book Two w.l beuScd 
when you purchase these foods and the stamps marked A will 
become valid on March 29. B. C, D and b stamps will become 
valid on succeeding weeks in April. 

2 All valid Rad Stamps may be used interchangeably to 
buy any foods on the new ration list. For example you may 
use all your Red Stamps to buy only meat if you don t intend to 
buy cheese or butter or any other of the newly rationed foods. 

3 The point value of all foods to be rationed with Red 
Stamps will be listed on an official table of point values similar 
to the one now used for processed foods This table must be 
posted in all stores where the rationed foods are sold. Point 
values will be the same throughout the country. 

4 The point value of meat will depend on the relative 
scarcity or availibility of the cut, and also on its edible content. 
That is, a cut containing considerable bone or gristle wi 11 have a 
lower point value than one which is completely edible. All 
hard cheeses will have the same point value. The point value 
of butter will be the same, regardless of grade or quality. 

5 All canned meats, canned fish and canned shellfish, 
sales of which have been frozen since February 18, will continue 
to be withheld from retail sale until rationing begins on March 

29. 

6 Chicken, fresh, frozen, smoked and salted fish, cream 
cheese and cottage cheese, prepared salad dressings, mayonnaise 
and olive oil are not included in the ration program. 

MEN BETWEEN 18 AND 17 
ELIGIBLE AS AVIATION CADETS 



War Department Instructions now 
authorize the voluntary Induction 
of men between the ages of 18 to 
27, Inclusive, for Aviation Cadet 
Training, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Col. Freder- 
ick Schoenfeld, commanding offi- 
cer, Philadelphia Recruiting and 
Induction District 

Men within these ages, Colonel 
Schoenfeld Bald, may qualify for 
such training prior to their induc- 
tion Into the Army, provided they 
have not as yet been ordered to re- 
port for induction by their Local 
Draft Boards. 

Applications may be obtained 
from the Aviation Cadet Examining 
Board, Custom House, Philadel- 
phia, or Army Recruiting sub-sta- 
tions at Wllkes-Barre, Hazleton, 
Allentown, Reading, Pottsvllle and 
Scranton. 



No formal education require- 
ments are set. Candidates are se- 
lected on the basis of a mental 
alertness test Upon completion of 
application, a date will be reserved 
for the candidate's mental exami- 
nation. 

Physical examinations will be 
given by flight surgeons at Phila- 
delphia and Wllkes-Barre. 

Under the current procedure, 
men found qualified for Aviation 
Cadet training will be directed to 
report to their local boards for vol- 
untary Induction. 

Upon call to active duty, which 
will be witin 21 days after induc- 
tion, the men win be sent to an Air 
Force station for basic training, 
then to a civilian educational In- 
stitution for pre-aviatlon cadet 
training for five months.

Suggests 'Farm 
Wardens' for Boro 
Victory Gardens 

To the Editor, 
Pear Sir; 

Victory gardens of 1917 raised a 
glow of patriotism in our hearts, 
but raised little food for our stom- 
achs. About the onl> .satisfaction 
the amateur ganlener could reckon 
for his labor was the beneficial ex- 
ercise, and a reduced "luiiiinie" for 
the fat ones. The gardens were a 
grand patriotic gesture and morale 
builder, but .added little food to the 
national larder. 

Put Victory gardens in this year 
of grace are a national necessity. 
We fear, however, the results will 
again be disappointing unless the 
well-intentioned. Put ignorant 
gardener is properly instructed and 
encouraged in the flno art of hus- 
bandry. 

Sure ho will read the seed cata- 
logues, "but book learnln' ain't 
enough for raising things to eat." 
The gardener must have the bene- 
fit of practical experience and 
knowledge, plus intelligence and 
work., to behold God's miracle of 
the harvest from the seed. 

Now there must be in Narberth, 
and other suburban towns, citizens 
who were "born and bred on the 
farm," or who arc successful gard- 
eners in their own right, who 
would come forward for the ask- 
ing and offer thoir time, knowledge 
and experience to the city-bred 
townfolks. 

These "farmers" could give 
much needed instructions and ad- 
vice on how to lay out the garden, 
the nature of the soil, what fer- 
tilizer to use. what to plant and 
when; and how best to carry on the 
constant war against the insect 
world. In short, show the "city 
slicker how to sow, to hoe and to 
reap for his dinner. 

It would be a good idea if the 
Town-Fathers in Narberth and 
other towns were to call upon 
these successful gardeners (men 
and women) to register as "Farm- 
Wardens." The Air Raid Post in 
which they live would be the sec- 
tion they would agree to cover, and 
bo "on-call" when needed, to as- 
sist their neighbors who might be 
perplexed or in difficulties. 

And when the time comes for 
preserving the food that has been 
raised, every housewife should be 
informed of the best and most ef- 
ficient method in the now almost 
lost art of "home canning."

As long as the fightLng lasts we 
are going to continue to hear plen- 
ty of stories, true and otherwise, 
which will discourage civilians 
effort. 

Here are a few examples: 

A woman, In a thoroughly exas- 
perated tone, told me: "A man who 
has been Investigating government 
waste discovered that the army Is 
dumping tons of tin cans into 
oceans from transports — and 
here they're trying to tell us that 
it's necessary to turn in the few 
ounces of cans we collect in our 
kitchens!" 

Another report came from a man 
who wanted to know why he 
should be saving his tires when the 
army recently burned thousands of 
pairs of rubber galoshes. 

A third rumor, which is typical 
of many which are going the 
rounds, states that thousands of 
tons of meat are rotting In gov- 
ernment warehouses. 

I don't believe any of these sto- 
ries, but whether they are fact, 
propaganda or pure fancy — wheth- 
er we believe them or not — we 
couldn't possibly win the war If 
we let them influence us to lay 
down on the Job. 

DISGUST . . . waste 

Take the tin can story as a case 
in point. 

We all know there is a shortage 
of tin. We also know that enor- 
mous quantities of tin cans must be 
supplied to pack food for our arm- 
ed forces all over the world. 

Now for the sake of argument, 
suppose that the story about the 
army were true — that tons of tin 
were being dumped into the ocean. 
Would that mean that housewives 
should throw up their hands in 
disgust and stop saving tin cans? 

It certainly wouldn't. It would 
mean that more tin than ever must 
be supplied to replace that waste 
and at the same time keep the "boys 
fed. If the story were true, natu- 
rally something would be done im- 
mediately to stop such waste by 
the army. But meanwhile, no mat- 
ter how incensed we might he over 
this waste of a scarce material, it 
would be a calamity If we express- 
ed our ire by saying that if the 
army wouldn't help conserve the 
vital material we wouldn't, either. 

Our attitude must be Just the op- 
posite. If the army, the govern- 
ment, or our next-door neighbors 
do something which handicaps the 
war effort, the rest of ua must 
make up for It

Maroon. True, the Mountaineers 
were a scrappy bunch and they 
never admitted defeat, but they 
were able to muster only one real 
rally and that was answered by 
the most withering L. M. fire of 
the game. 

This came late in the third pe- 
riod after the Maroon had taken 
a 9-6 first quarter lead, and boost- 
ed it to 17-12 b yhalftime, and 
widened it further to 24-14 In the 
third qurater. Hunky Moran, who 
had been held scoreless up to this 
point by tireless, pink-cheeked Dick 
Whiting, suddenly broke away for 
ton forward, whittled the dividing 
two field goals, and two foul shots 
by Red Meinhold. substitute Hazle- 
ton forward, whittled the dividing 
margin to 24-20 in the first minute 
of the fourth quarter. 

This looked like the start of Ha- 
zleton's traditional strong finishes, 
and any ordinary team facing it 
might have become Jittery or tight- 
ened up. But the Maroon wasn't 
even ruffled. They started freez- 
ing tactics with the idea of draw- 
ing the enemy out, and when the 
Mountaineers went after the ball, 
the Maroons cleverly outfaked 
them and dribbled inside for lay- 
ups or broke away on straight cuts 
to take long passes under the bas- 
ket. I.. M. made the upstaters look 
awfully bad by this type of play, 
ruaning up 11 consecutive points 
and preventing them from scoring 
until the last 15 seconds of the con- 
test. 

Captain Greer Heindel turned In 
one of his finest games and led 
the Main Liners in scoring with 
11 points, but it was tiie all-around 
play of the Maroon rather than in- 
dividual brilliance that upset the 
coal "crackers. Heindel, Don Ev- 
ans and Whiting did great work 
under the baskets and the latter 
limited Moran to just two goals. 
Defensive highlight of the game, 
however, was turned in by clever' 
Vernon Young, Negro guard, who 
limited Al DeGatis, scoring king 
of the East Penn League, to one 
field goal. 

Fhll Harman, Bhowing no effects 
from the illness that kept him out 
of the Milton game last Saturday, 
played a splendid all-around game 
and wound up with three field 
goals, the same number chalked 
up by Evans and Whiting. Young 
connected for two twin-pointers. 

In all, the Maroon collected 16 
goals on 54 shots, making many 
of their first-half points on out- 
side set Bhotfl, the first time in the 
tourney they took advantage of 
this medium. Hazleton got 59 
shots, but was harassed so by the 
Maroons individually and by their 
clever switching that they cashed 
in on only eight of them. 

Whiting provided the defensive 
feature and Evans and Heindel the 
punoh as L. M. disposed of Mil- 
ton High, "dark horse" from Dis- 
trict Four, 47-26, in the Eastern 
seml-filnal before 5,000 at th© Pa- 
lestra Saturday. Evans and Hein- 
del collected 28 points between 
them, getting 14 apiece. 

Whiting held Milton's Dick Mill- 
er, who had averaged 20 points a 
game In four previous pl&y-ott 
games, without a field goal and 
four points In all. If Miller hadn't 
been held In check, Milton would 
have been plenty of trouble, be-

Washington, D. C. (NWNS) — 
During the coming month Congress 
and various government war agen- 
Bies are expected to decide ques- 
tions which will clarify the whole 
pattern of our wartime domestic 
policies and the extent of our par- 
ticipation in the war Itself. Among 
the things which must be decided 
are these: 1. How will sufficient 
manpower be provided to assure 
record production on farms? 2.. 
Will all farm workers be deferred I 
from the draft? 3. \wtl fathers be 
deferred from the draft? 4. How 
many men should be in our armed 
forces by the end of the year? 5. 
How will war taxes be paid from 
now on and by what means will 
they be increased? 6. How will 
the black markets be controlled? 
7. Should labor be permitted any 
further increases in wages? 

All of these questions are of the 
most controversial nature, perhaps 
the most debatable one being the 
problem of the size of our army 
and regulations for deferment. 
Senator Bankhead is pressing for 
the blanket deferment of all farm 
workers, and will have the support 
of congressmen from the faram 
states. But although the President 
and other congressmen approve the 
deferment of key men on farms, 
there will be considerable opposi- 
tion to deferring unskilled farm 
workers who might be replaced by 
older men. 

Says Fathers Are Needed 

Secretary Stimson has stated that 
the timetable of the United Nations 
would be seriously disrupted un- 
less wo aim at the induction of 
10.800,000 men into the armed 
forces by the end of this year — and 
he claims that this would be prac- 
tically impossible if farm workers 
and fathers were deferred. Others 
argue that the primary job of this 
country In the war should be to 
supply the materials, equipment 
and food needed to win the war 
and that we must guard against 
handicapping this effort by induct- 
ing too many workers into the ar- 
my. 

It Is believed by those close to 
the situation that Mr. Stlmson's fig- 
ures will Anally be agreed to and 
that the War Manpower commis- 
sion will have to assume the tre- 
mendous Job of transferring over 
3.000,000 men from their present 
non-essential work to war indus- 
tries and farms to make it possible 
to draft young men now in essen- 
tial Jobs into the armed forces. 

Congress is still floundering over 
the tax problem, Its members be- 
ing generally in agreement that the 
plan worked out by the House ways 
and means committee is far from 
a satisfactory answer. There is no 
doubt that the majority In both 
houses favor some form of pay as 
you go taxation and will not enact 
any plan which does not include 
this plan. Congress, however, re- 
alizes that in addition to changing 
the present method of payment, it 
must also increase taxes by a total 
of 16 billion dollars this year and 
it would like to work out some way 
of including this increase in any 
tax bill which It passes now, rath- 
er than have to add a new high 
tax after enacting a pay as you go 
plan. Theretore, there is still con- 
siderable sentiment In favor of col- 
lecting taxes on at least part of 
1942 Incomes this year and, in ad- 
dition, levying a payroll tax on 
present Income for 1943.

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^OME of the book* that make the best reading are those 
written by men who are not professional writers but who have an in- 
terwnniz itory to tell of their own trade. An example « Trouble- 
Shooter, The Story of a Northwoods Prose- 
cutor," by Robert Traver. 

For almost ten years Mr. Traver has oc- 
cupied the post of District Attorney in a 
logging and mining community on the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan. In that time 
he has devoted himself to all the weird and 
wildly comic breaches of the law which 
the human imagination can produce. 

Like the country doctor, the country 
prosecutor is a general handyman for his 
neighbors. The author's cases have ranged 
from church-social hairpulling to arson. 
Once a wild-eyed Finnish worker arrived 
ROBERT TRAVER M Wj house an d aan0 unced that he was 

going to murder his wife, because she insisted on leaving him every 
Wednesday night to attend a double-feature movie with her father. 
Another time he walked into his office to discover an escaped lunatic, 
who was clutching a length of lead pipe, seated at his desk The manuo 
announced to him calmly that he was the new Christ and that he had 
chosen Mr. Traver to be John the Bap- 
tist. On still another occasion, he lost aD 
easy case because the opposing lawyer 
could spit tobacco! 

Letters threatening his life he has 
learned to take as calmly as his morning 
coffee. On the other hand, some of his 
best friends are men who have served a 
prison sentence for which he was respon- 
sible. Time and timt again, he has been 
called on as a sort of miracle worker who 
could solve all and sundry marital diffi- 
culties. This is the kind of life that makes you either love or hate your 
fellow*. Mr. Traver loves them — and writes about them with both 

humor and understanding.
